Sar 


Bmidbar 23:21 “He has not looked upon wickedness in Yaaqob, nor has 
He seen trouble in Yisrael. HI IT his Elohim is with him, and the shout of 
a Sovereign is in him. 

Bmidbar 24:17 “I see Him, but not now; I observe Him, but not near. A 
Star shall come out of Yaaqob, and a Sceptre shall rise out of Yisrael, and 
shall smite the corners of Moab, and shall destroy all the sons of Shet. 

vi8 “And Edom shall be a possession; and Seir shall be a possession - 
enemies - and Yisrael is doing mightily. 

V19 “And out of Yaaqob One shall rule and destroy the remnant from Ar.” 

Our enemies are smitten by someone from Yaaqob. 

Hoshea 1:11 “And they shall be gathered together, the children of 
Yehudah and the children of Yisrael, and they shall appoint for 
them selves one head, and shall ascend from the aretz, for great is the day 
of Yizreel! 

We are gathered together and appoint a head. 

Milcah 2:12 “Gathering I shall gather Yaaqov, all of you, grasping I shall 
grasp the remnant o/Yisrael, together I shall put them like a flock in a 
sheepfold, as a drove in the midst of their pasture, you shall be in uproar 
from men. 

V13 “The breach-maker ascended before them. They breached, and they 
passed through the gate, and they emerged with him, and their 
sovereign passed before them, and mn 1 at their head!” 

The sovereign went first. 

Milcah 4:8 “And you, O tower of the flock, stronghold of the daughter of 
Tsiyon, it shall come to you, the former rule shall come, the reign of the 
daughter of Yerushalayim.” 

V9 Now why do you cry aloud? Is there no sovereign in you? Has your 
counselor perished? For pain has gripped you like a woman in labor. 



Yirmeyahu 8:19 Behold a voice, a cry of the daughter of my people from 
a land, from afar, “Is nilT not in Tsiyon? Verily, is her Sovereign not in 
her?” “Why have they provoked Me with their idols, with foreign 
vanities?” 

Rhetorical questions. Maybe no sovereign. 

Hoshea 10:3 For now they say, “We have no sovereign, because we did 
not fear mn 1 . What would the sovereign do for us?” 

Hoshea 13:10 “Where is your sovereign now to save you in all your cities, 
and your rulers of whom you said, 'Give me a sovereign and rulers’? 

vn “I shall give to you a sovereign in My anger, and I shall take him in My 
fury. 

Tehillim 18:43 You deliver me from the strivings of the people, You set 
me at the head of the nations; A people I have not known serve me. 

V44 As soon as they hear of me they obey me; The foreigners submit to 
me. 

Yirmeyahu 23:3 “Behold, the days are coming,” declares mn 1 , “when I 
shall raise for David a Branch of righteousness, and a Sovereign shall 
reign and act prudently, and shall do right-ruling and righteousness in 
the aretz. 

v6 “In His days Yehudah shall be saved, and Yisrael dwell safely And 
this is His Name whereby He shall be called: 'mn 1 our Righteousness.’ 

Yirmeyahu 30:7 'Oh! For great is that day, there is none like it. And it is 
the time of Yaaqob’s distress, but he shall be saved out of it. 

v8 'And it shall be in that day,’ declares mn 1 of hosts, 'that I break his 
yoke from your neck, and tear off your bonds, and foreigners no more 
enslave them. 

V9 'And they shall serve mn 1 their Elohim and David their sovereign, 
whom I shall raise for them. 


V17 ‘For I restore health to you and heal you of your wounds,’ declares 
mn 1 , 'for they have called you an outcast saying, “This is Tsiyon, no one is 



seeking her.” ’ 

vi8 “Thus said nin 1 , 'Behold, I turn back the captivity of Yaaqob’s tents, 
and have compassion on his dwelling places. And the city shall be built 
upon its own mound, and the palace stand on its right place. 

V19 And out of them shall arise thanksgiving and the voice of those who 
are laughing. And I shall increase them, and they shall not diminish. 
And I shall esteem them, and they shall not be small. 

V20 And his children shall be as before, and his congregation shall be 
established before Me. And I shall punish all who oppress them. 

V21 And his prince shall be from him, and his ruler shall come from 
among him. And I shall bring him near, and he shall approach Me, for 
who is this who pledged his heart to approach Me?’ declares nin 1 . 

Yirmeyahu 33:15 ‘In those days and at that time I cause a branch of 
righteousness to spring forth for David. And He shall do right-ruling 
and righteousness in the earth. 

Yirmeyahu 50:44 “Behold, he comes up like a lion from the Yarden 
jungle, against the enduring pasture. But in an instant I shall make 
them run away from her. And who is the chosen one whom I appoint 
against her? For who is like Me? Who summons Me? And who is that 
shepherd who stands before Me?” 

Yehezqel 34:23 “And I shall raise up over them one shepherd, My servant 
David, and he shall feed them. He shall feed them and be their 
shepherd. 

V24 “And I, nin 1 , shall be their Elohim, and My servant David a prince in 
their midst. I, nin', have spoken. 

Yehezqel 37:21 “And speak to them, ‘Thus said the Master nin 1 , “Behold, I 
take the children o/Yisrael from among the gentiles, that went there, 
and I shall gather them from around, and I shall bring them to their soil. 

V22 “And I shall make them for one nation in the land, on the mountains 
of Yisrael. And one sovereign shall be for all them for sovereign, and not 
shall be again for two nations, and not shall they split again to two reigns 



again. ... 

V24 and My servant David is sovereign over them, and one shepherd 
shall be for all them, and in my right-rulings they shall walk, and My 
laws they shall guard, and shall do them. 

V25 “And they shall dwell on the aretz that I gave to My servant to 
Yaaqob, who dwelt in it, your fathers. And they shall dwell on it, they 
and their children and children 0/their children, until eternity, and 
David My servant prince to them forever. 

Zekaryah 10:3 “My wrath burns against the shepherds, and I lay a charge 
against the leaders. For nin 1 of hosts shall visit His flock, the house of 
Yehudah, and make them like His splendid horse in battle. 

V4 “From him comes the corner-stone, from him the tent peg, from him 
the battle bow, from him every ruler, together. 

Yeshayahu 12:6 “Cry aloud and shout, O inhabitant of Tsiyon, for great is 
the Set-apart One of Yisrael in your midst!” 

Yeshayahu 32:1 Behold, a sovereign shall reign in righteousness, and 
rulers rule in right-ruling. 

v2 And each man shall be as a hiding place from the wind, and a shelter 
from the downpour, as rivers of water in a dry place, as the shadow of a 
great rock in a weary land. 

V3 And the eyes of those who see are not dim, and the ears of those who 
hear hearken. 

V4 And the heart of the rash understand knowledge, and the tongue of 
the stammerers hurries to speak plainly. 

Yeshayahu 43:14 ...They make supplication to you, saying, ‘Indeed, El is 
in you, and there is none else, no mighty one.’ ” 

Tsephanyah 3:13 nin 1 has turned aside your judgments. He has faced your 
enemy. The Sovereign of Yisrael, Din 1 , is in your midst. No longer need 
you fear evil. 

vi6 In that day it shall be said to Yerushalayim, “Do not fear, Tsiyon, do 
not let your hands be weak. 



VT7 “ nin 1 your Elohim in your midst, is mighty to save. He rejoices over 
you with joy, He is silent in His love, He rejoices over you with singing.” 

Hagai 2:21 “Speak to Zerubabel, the governor of Yehudah, saying, ‘I am 
shaking the heavens and aretz. 

V22 'And I shall overturn the throne of reigns. And I shall destroy the 
might of the gentile reigns, and overturn the chariots and their riders. 
And the horses and their riders shall come down, each by the sword of 
his brother. 

V23 'In that day,’ declares nin 1 of hosts, 'I shall take you, Zerubabel My 
servant, son of Shealtiel,’ declares nin 1 , 'and shall make you as a signet, 
for I have chosen you,’ declares nin 1 of hosts.” 

There are many prophesies of a sovereign. Some suggest he 

is taken away. A few hint the sovereign is within us or Din 1 
Himself is among us. Several times it is written a 
sovereign is raised. Christians believe this is the second 
coming of Yeshua. 


Shemot 19:3 'And now, if you diligently obey My voice, and shall guard 
My covenant, then you shall be My treasured possession above all the 
peoples - for all the aretz is Mine - 

v6 'and you shall be to Me a reign of cohens and a set-apart nation.’ 
Those are the words which you are to speak to the children of Yisrael.” 

Or possibly we will be a reign of cohens. But this too is 
conditional! 


Daniel 7:27 'And the reign, and the rulership, and the greatness of the 
reigns under all the heavens, shall be given to the people, the set-apart 
ones of the Most High. His reign is an everlasting reign, and all 
rulerships shall serve and obey Him.’ 

From this verse it appears there will be a reign and there 
will be many reigning, all obeying the Father. vl8 and v22 
confirms this unconditionally. They replace the 4 th beast, 
the reign of iron/clay. 



Daniel 2:44 “And in the days of these sovereigns the Elah of the heavens 
shall set up a reign which shall never be destroyed, nor the reign pass to 
other people - it crushes and puts to an end all these reigns, and it shall 
stand forever. 

V45 “Because you saw that the stone was cut out of the mountain 
without hands, and that it crushed the iron, the bronze, the clay, the 
silver, and the gold... 

The stone crushes these reigns, but it does not say he will 
actually reign. 

In Yehezqel the next temple is described, and the land is 
divided to the sons of Yisrael. A prince/sar plays a major 
role. 

Yehezqel 45:7 “And the prince is to have a portion on one side and the 
other of the set-apart contribution and of the possession of the city. And 
bordering on the set-apart contribution and the possession of the city, 
on the west side westward and on the east side eastward, and the length 
alongside one of the portions, from the west border to the east border. 
v8 “Of the aretz this is his possession in Yisrael, and My princes shall no 
longer oppress My people. And they shall give the aretz to the house of 
Yisrael, according to their tribes.” 

In summary, the scriptures are not conclusive. In any event 

Din 1 is over us. Yet there is also a flesh and blood man 
appointed for a purpose.
